Back-to-school address stirs 
controversy in the D.C. area 

WASHINGTON | Loudoun County school 
officials have decided not to air President 
Obama’s back-to-school speech, scheduled 
for next Tuesday, and other area school 
systems are still uncertain how they will 
handle the address, which some parents 
are calling an inappropriate political intru- 
sion into the school day. 

Some critics are calling Obama’s planned 
speech at an Arlington County high school 
— which the White House hopes will be 
watched live by students and teachers across 
the nation — an attempt to indoctrinate, rath- 
er than motivate, young people. But officials 
at Wakefield High School say they are proud 
to host the parent in chief for an appearance 
that White House spokesman Tommy Vietor 
described as “entirely about encouraging kids 
to work hard and stay in school.” 

Montgomery, Fairfax and Howard Coun- 
ties said they will let principals decide how 
or whether to show the president’s speech. 
Officials in Charles County decided they 
will not air it at all because of technical 
limitations, debbi wilgoren and michael alison

Vice President Biden Says 
Stimulus Plan Is Working 

Vice President Joe Biden said 
Thursday that the sweeping eco- 
nomic stimulus effort “is in fact 
working” despite 
steady Repub- 
lican criticism 
and public skep- 
ticism, Nearly 
200 days into 
the stimulus, a 
$787 billion res- 
cue effort passed 
by Congress, Biden delivered an 
upbeat report card. He quoted esti- 
mates by private analysts that the 
plan has created or saved 500,000 
to 750,000 jobs. “Instead of talking 
about the beginning of a depres- 
sion, we are talking about the end 
of a recession,” Biden said, (ap)

Defense chief signals 
he will support troop 
boost in Afghanistan 

WASHINGTON I Faced with wan- 
ing public support for the military 
escalation in Afghanistan, Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates said Thurs- 
day that the war is worth fighting 
and signaled for the first time he 
maybe willing to send more troops 
after months of publicly resisting 
a significant increase. 

Gates urged patience amid polls 
showing rising disenchantment 
among the public with the war 
effort, saying the American mili- 
tary presence in Afghanistan was 
necessary to derail terrorists. 

Gates said efforts by President 
Obama — including ordering an 
additional 21,000 U.S. troops to 
Afghanistan this spring — are 
“only now beginning” and should 
be given a chance to succeed. 

“I don’t believe that the war 
is slipping through the admin- 
istration’s fingers,” Gates said. 
Later, he added: “I absolutely do 
not think it is time to get out of 
Afghanistan,” 


Both Gates and Joint Chiefs 
Chairman Adm, Mike Mullen 
declined to talk about any of the 
recommendations contained in a 
new review of Afghanistan strat- 
egy sent this week to them and 
the president. 

A separate recommendation 


on troop increases is expected in 
the coming weeks from the top 
commander in Afghanistan, Gen, 
Stanley McChrystal, who wrote 
the new review. 

Despite waving off questions 
about the contents of McChrys- 
tal’s review, both Gates and Mul- 


len repeatedly referred to some of 
his recommendations, with Mullen 
calling it a “frank and candid” look 
at how military forces can accom- 
plish the Afghanistan mission, 
Obama is reading the report 
during the Labor Day weekend, 
aides said, lara jakes (ap)

Kennedy Candid in Memoir 


Senator: My actions 
after 1969 car crash 
were ‘inexcusable’ 

NEW YORK I Sen, Edward M, Ken- 
nedy wrote in a memoir being 
published this month that he 
made terrible decisions after the 
1969 car crash that killed Mary Jo 
Kopechne, but said he was never 
romantically involved with her 
and was haunted by that night for 
his entire life. 

He also wrote in “True Com- 
pass” that he accepted the conclu- 
sion that a lone gunman assassi- 
nated his brother President John 
F, Kennedy. 

The memoir is to be released 
on Sept. 14 by Twelve, a division 
of the Hachette book group. The 
532-page book was obtained early

by the New York Times and the 
New York Daily News. 

In it, Kennedy said his actions 
on Chappaquiddick Island on 
July 18, 1969, were “inexcusable.” 
He said he was afraid and “made 
terrible decisions” and had to live 


with the guilt for more than four 
decades. 

Kennedy drove off abridge into 
a pond. He swam to safety, leav- 
ing Kopechne in the car, 

Kopechne, a worker with slain 
Sen, Robert F. Kennedy’s cam- 
paign, was found dead in the sub- 
merged car’s backseat 10 hours 
later, Kennedy, then 37, pleaded 
guilty to leaving the scene of an 
accident and got a suspended sen- 
tence and probation. 

In the book, he wrote candidly 
about his battle with brain cancer 
and his “self-destructive drinking,” 
especially after the 1968 death of 
his brother Robert Kennedy. 

After his brothers’ assassina- 
tions, Kennedy said he was easily 
startled at loud sounds and would 
hit the deck whenever a car back- 
fired. (AP)

Study: Arctic Feels the Heat 


Scientists say regions 
temperatures are the 
warmest in 2K years 

WASHINGTON! The Arctic is warm- 
er than it’s been in 2,000 years, 
even though it should be cooling 
because of changes in the Earth’s 
orbit that cause the region to get 
less direct sunlight. 

Indeed, the Arctic had been 
cooling for nearly two millennia 
before reversing course in the last 
century and starting to warm as 
human activities added green- 
house gases to the atmosphere. 


PIECED TOGETHER 

^ The new report is based on a 
decade-by-decade reconstruc- 
tion of temperatures over the past 
2,000 years developed using infor- 
mation from ancient lake sedi- 
ments, ice cores, tree rings and 
other samples. The findings were 
then compared with computer cli- 
mate model simulations. 


“If it hadn’t been for the 
increase in human-produced 
greenhouse gases, summer tem- 
peratures in the Arctic should have 
cooled gradually over the last cen- 


tury,” said Bette Otto-Bliesner, a 
National Center for Atmospheric 
Research scientist. 

The most recent 10 -year inter- 
val, 1999-2008, was the warmest 
of the last 2,000 years in the Arc- 
tic, according to the researchers led 
by Darrell S. Kaufman, a profes- 
sor of geology and environmen- 
tal science at Northern Arizona 
University. 

Summer temperatures in the 
Arctic averaged 2.5 degrees Fahr- 
enheit warmer than would have 
been expected if the cooling had 
continued, the researchers said.

About 100 demonstrators in 
favor of health care reform had 
gathered on a street corner for an 
event organized by MoveOn.org. 
About 25 counterdemonstrators 
gathered across the street.

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Election Triggers Unrest in Gabon 



Opposition protests 
after late dictator s 
son declared winner 

LIBREVILLE, GABON I Gabon’s gov- 
ernment declared late dictator 
Omar Bongo’s son the winner of 
presidential elections Thursday, 
triggering the worst violence in 
years in the oil-rich nation. 

In Gabon’s steamy coastal city 
of Port Gentil, mobs protesting 
50-year-old Ali Bongo’s electoral 
victory burned France’s consulate, 
attacked the offices of French oil 
giant Total and pillaged shops. 

Over 41 years, Omar Bongo 
amassed a fortune from the coun- 
try’s oil wealth, owning 45 homes 
in France and more than a dozen 
luxury cars, including a Bugatti 
worth $1,5 million. Meanwhile, a 
third of Gabon’s citizens lived in 
wretched poverty, some digging 
through dumps for food. 

Opposition supporters, feel- 
ing Sunday’s election was stolen 
and aghast that the Bongo family 
would continue to rule, turned their 
anger on the country’s former colo- 
nial ruler, France, widely suspected 
of having propped up the dictator 


and meddling in the vote. 

In Paris, French Foreign Minis- 
ter Bernard Kouchner said Gabo- 
nese troops helped evacuate people 
from offices of Total and Schlum- 
berger, the world’s largest oil field 
services company, 

“We firmly condemn these 
attacks on public order, and we 


are ready to help French citizens if 
they need it,” Kouchner said. 

A Polish Schlumberger field 
engineer in Port Gentil was seri- 
ously hurt during rioting in the city, 
located 100 miles south of Libre- 
ville, said company spokesman 
Stephen Whittaker in Paris. 

In the capital, Libreville, police 


fired tear gas at demonstrators, 
injuring one of the country’s main 
opposition candidates, Pierre 
Mamboundou, who reportedly 
went into hiding. The violence 
was also felt abroad as protest- 
ers in Dakar, Senegal, stormed 
Gabon’s embassy and set it ablaze.

Gunmen fatally shoot 
18 at treatment center; 
police seek cartel link 

CIUDAD JUAREZ, MEXICO I Neigh- 
bors mopped blood from the side- 
walk outside a drug rehabilita- 
tion center Thursday, cleaning the 
carnage after gunmen lined up 
patients against a wall and then rid- 
dled them with bullets, killing 18. 

It was the third attack on a

drug treatment center in Ciudad 
Juarez, Chihuahua state authori- 
ties said Thursday they were inves- 
tigating reports that the centers 
have turned into hideouts for drug 
smugglers being sought by police 
and hit men from rival gangs. 

Public Safety Secretary Gena- 
ro Garcia Luna, Mexico’s top law 
enforcement official, said rehab 
clinics were also being used as 
recruiting centers by cartels. 

He told The Associated Press 


that a recently detained drug sus- 
pect belonging to the La Familia 
cartel oversaw various private, 
nonprofit drug rehab centers 
across western Michoacan state. 
The suspect, Rafael Cedeno, 
claimed to have trained 9,000 
recruits for the cartel in 2008. 

“We’re checking to see if there 
is a link with what we’ve found [in 
Michoacan],” Garcia Luna said. 

Garcia Luna said in Michoa- 
can, Cedeno’s rehab centers held 
retreats to train members, and if 
addicts did not cooperate, they 
were executed, (ap)

Embassy announces

KABUL I The U.S. Embassy in 
Afghanistan has banned alcohol 
and assigned American personnel 
to watch the embassy’s security 
guards after allegations of lewd 
behavior and sexual misconduct 
at their living quarters. 

The announcement of the 
crackdown on embassy guards 
came as NATO reported the deaths 
of two U.S. service members in 
southern Afghanistan, A British 
soldier was also killed, according 
to the U.K, military. 

The U.S. Embassy announced 
its new security measures Thurs- 
day after an independent watchdog 
group charged that guards hired by 
a private contractor were intimi- 
dated by supervisors. The alleged 
mistreatment occurred at their 
off-site living quarters. 

Meanwhile, photos were 
released of guards and supervi- 
sors in various stages of nudity at 
parties flowing with booze.

10,000 Protest in 


Needle stabbings spur 
march for improved 
security in Urumqi 

URUMQI, CHINA | Thousands 
marched through this city in west- 
ern China on Thursday after a 
series of stabbings with hypoder- 
mic needles further unnerved resi- 
dents already jittery over deadly 
rioting between Han Chinese and 
Muslim Uighurs. 

More than 10,000 people, most- 
ly from the Han Chinese major- 
ity, took to the streets, demanding 
increased security and punish- 
ment for those behind the July 


riots. Demonstrators said police 
beat some protesters, but there 
were no major clashes. 

By nightfall, authorities had cor- 
doned off the city center, blocked 
intersections with patrol cars, and 
disconnected mobile phone text 
messaging services. Paramilitary 
police with shields, sticks and sub- 
machine guns sealed off People’s 
Square, where demonstrators had 
shouted down politicians. 

“Everybody is angry,” said a 
female hotel receptionist sur- 
named Ma. “Two months have 
passed, and the hooligans still 
haven’t been brought to justice.”

But the Apples stand alone in 
pop rock, not only for their attitude, 
but for the sheer, unadulterated 
joy that comes across in whatever 
they do.

You’ll hear the band on Car- 
toon Network, sure, but probably 


not the radio. Nonetheless, the 
Apples have the cred to make this 
kind of ploy awesome instead of 
just sad and bitter. Their attitude 
seems to be, if these songs aren’t 
No. 1 hits, well, that’s Billboard’s 
problem, not the Apples’. 

“#1 Hits” is perfectly mixed, 
kicking off with the advertise- 
ment-ready crowd-pleaser “Ener- 
gy.”

‘Extract’ is a lesser 
‘Office Space’ from 
the boss’ perspective 

FILM I Ten years ago, Mike Judge 
satirized the absurdities of the 
workplace experience from the 
perspective of put-upon employ- 
ees with “Office Space.” It didn’t do 
much when it came out but, as we 
all know by now, it became a cult 
favorite on cable and home video, 
to the point where it changed the 
way you looked at the common 
stapler. 

Now, Judge is back to the daily 
grind with “Extract,” but this time 
the writer-director tells his wacky 


working tales from the boss’ point 
of view: that of Jason Bateman’s 
Joel Reynold, owner of a flavor 


extract factory. 

It’s doubtful that this comedy 
will grab its audience in the same 


way, though. Judge’s characters are 
so one-note and their misadven- 
tures so ridiculous that it’s hard 
to get attached to them or care 
about how they turn out. Pretty 
much everyone in “Extract” is stu- 
pid, unlikable, self- destructive or 
all of the above — and so there are 
no real surprises. 

Joel is on the verge of selling 
his company to General Mills. 
At the same time, his nonexis- 
tent sex life with his frosty wife 
(a thoroughly underused Kris- 
ten Wiig) has him pondering an 
adulterous fling with a sexy new 
employee (Mila Kunis), who hap- 
pens to be a scheming sociopath.

ADAM (PG-13, 97 minutes) Beth (Rose 
Byrne), just out of a disastrous relation- 
ship, has moved into a new apartment, 
and she’s interested in the cute guy on 
the second floor (Hugh Dancy). Adam has 
Asperger’s syndrome, which renders him 
unable to empathize or to understand what 
other people are feeling. At its best, the film 
makes the viewer understand the frustra- 
tion of living in a world in which everyone 
is a stranger, (dk) 

DISTRICT 9 (R, 112 minutes) The poison 
that permeates this phenomenal film is 
the same toxin that defined so much of 
20th-century history: the oppression of 
the Other — in this case, scaly aliens with 
feelers for faces, a jones for canned cat 


food and a mother ship that has been hov- 
ering over Johannesburg for 20 years. The 
underlying gravitas of the story, in which 
aliens are warehoused in camps and used 
for gruesome experiments, keeps direc- 
tor Neill Blomkamp’s film smart, even as 
the aliens are turning their pursuers into 
Heinz 57 Sauce. As the craven corporate 
tool Wikus van de Merwe, acting new- 
comer Sharlto Copley is nothing short of 
revelatory. Wikus is assigned to move the 
aliens from their ramshackle township to 
tent cities that are, in fact, concentration 
camps. The aliens are hard to like, but we 
like them, just as we end up liking Wikus 
and rooting for the demise of Greater 
Human Civilization, (ja) 

(500) DAYS OF SUMMER (PG-13, 95 min- 
utes) This romance understands that we 
mark our lives by our scrapes and defeats 
with love rather than by the white wed- 
ding-cake successes. It’s a drama that, 
at first blush, would seem excruciating- 
ly ordinary: the 500-day affair between 


Tom, who believes wholeheartedly in love, 
and Summer, who isn’t sure about love 
at all. What makes us connect is Tom’s 
funny, morose and ironic commentary as 
he does his damndest to reach the heart 
of a woman whose idea of lover and friend 
is, well, confusing, (dt) 

FOOD, INC. (PG, 94 minutes) This absorb- 
ing look behind the curtain of the cynical 
and often sickening workings of the mod- 
ern industrial food system does a superb 
job of making its case that our current food 
ways are drastically out of whack. The film 
deftly demonstrates how issues such as 
illegal immigration, public health and intel- 
lectual property law intersect at the largely 
hidden nexus of Big Meat, (ah) 

THE FINAL DESTINATION (R, 82 minutes) 
In the latest unoriginal, exhausted sequel, 
these movies have been reduced to bland 
killing machines, though this one features 
aggressive use of 3-D, with everything 
from race cars, tires and engines to nails

from a nail gun, entrails and blood blast- 
ing off the screen into our laps. Blandly 
acted by players who seem resigned to 
the paycheck rather than terrified by the 
prospect of death or paralyzed by fear or 
even morbidly fascinated by their impend- 
ing doom, this one is certainly worth a pass.

Kathryn Bigelow’s captivating, complete-

Nattzie scalps.” Because it’s Tarantino, 
viewers can rest assured that we’ll see 
those scalps being taken. If only the Allies 
had Tarantino on their side, he could have 
made Hitler’s head explode. As it happens, 
they must instead settle on having their 
actions and exploits extruded through his 
own bizarre sense of cruelty, spectacle 
and talky, postmodern irony, (ah) 

JULIE AND JULIA (PG, 118 minutes) 
Two movies battle for pride of place in 
Nora Ephron’s adaptation of memoirs by 
blogger Julie Powell and culinary legend 
Julia Child. Either way, Powell’s whiny, 
sad-sack self-absorption is no match for 
Child’s spirit, strength of character and 
joie de vivre, a fact made painfully clear in 
a movie that soars whenever Child (Meryl 
Streep) is on the screen and sags when 
Powell shows up. (ah) 

LORNA’S SILENCE (R, 105 minutes) 
Writers-directors Luc and Jean-Pierre 
Dardenne’s principal characters are usu- 
ally only two or three rungs from the bot- 
tom already, which makes their imminent 
plunge not just desperate but dire. The 
protagonist is Lorna (Arta Dobroshi), an 
Albanian emigre and player in a marriage- 
for-immigration racket, whose conspira- 
tors would rather kill her husband-of-con- 
venience, Claudy (Jeremie Renier), than 
wait for a divorce. Does she save the hus- 
band or save herself? As they’ve done so 
often, their heroine is at the intersection 
of economic salvation and moral damna- 
tion, with very few places to turn that don’t 
involve a head-on collision with a nasty 
fate. The story is built on tiny increments 
of tantalizing details, meted out in penu- 
rious droplets and with chest-tightening 
tension, (ja) 

TAKING WOODSTOCK (R, 110 minutes) As 
Ang Lee’s coming-of-age comedy set during 
1969 opens, Elliot (Demetri Martin) is living 
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with his elderly parents at their Catskills 
El Monaco Motel, which is on the brink of 
being taken over by the bank. A quiet, duti- 
ful son, he cooks up ways to make some- 
thing of the decrepit fleabag. When Elliot 
hears that a three-day music festival has 
had its permit denied by a nearby town, 
he contacts the promoter and makes the 
introduction to a farmer whose green, hilly 
property is deemed ideal for the event. The 
film steadfastly remains outside the main 
event and its familiar muddy scrum of hip- 
pies and hangers-on. Instead, Lee stays 
with the relatively straight-laced Elliot as 
he watches the world change outside his 
window. Even at its most uneven and unpre- 
possessing, this quirky, self-effacing little 
comedy takes its place in Lee’s American 
oeuvre with quiet ease, (ah) 

PONYO (G, 100 minutes) You might think 
Japanese director Hayao Miyazaki’s new 
animated film is the anti-“Up.” That recent 
Disney/Pixar smash was about the joys of 
soaring into the clouds; “Ponyo” makes its 
home in the sea. What do the two movies 
have in common, besides a Disney logo? 
They’re both masterpieces. Ponyo, a mag- 
ical goldfish (voiced by Noah Cyrus, sis- 
ter of Miley), is the daughter of Fujimoto 
(Liam Neeson), a god of the sea. On a trip 
to the surface, Ponyo encounters 5-year- 
old Sosuke (Frankie Jonas, younger broth- 
er of the musical Jonases), who is bereft 
when Fujimoto snatches his daughter 
back. When a determined Ponyo returns 
to Sosuke, waves inundate Sosuke’s 
entire island. It isn’t Miyazaki’s greatest 
film, but this beautiful, quirky fable is a 
labor of love, (dk) 

POST GRAD (PG-13, 89 minutes) An 
uneasy mix of family comedy, 20-some- 
thing romance and zeitgeisty recession 
horror story, “Post Grad” explores the fate 
of the class of 2009 — those fragile grads 
released, useless diplomas in hand, into 
the harsh economy. Alexis Bledel plays 
Ryden Malby, a go-getter whose life plan 
seems on track when she snags an inter- 
view at a big publishing house. But when 
she doesn’t get the job, she’s forced to 
move back to the suburbs with her odd- 
ball family. Those oddballs are played by 
world-class oddballs Michael Keaton, Jane 
Lynch and Carol Burnett. They do their 
best to inject life into the film’s unexcep- 
tional comic set pieces, vigorously shak- 
ing a few big laughs out of Kelly Fremon’s 
screenplay, (dk) 

THE TIME TRAVELER’S WIFE (PG-13, 
107 minutes) In German director Robert 
Schwentke’s adaptation of Audrey

Niffenegger’s novel, the lovely Rachel 
McAdams, as Clare, returns to the genre of 
her most-beloved movie, “The Notebook.” 
Here, her true love, Henry (Eric Bana), is 
afflicted by a “rare” (i.e., ridiculous) genet- 
ic abnormality that causes him to abruptly 
leave the present tense for eras unknown, 
returning who knows when and in what 
kind of shape. It’s the kind of mutant dis- 
order that makes a committed relation- 


ship an impossibility: Tell him to take out 
the garbage and he ends up in the ’60s. 
But what’s more romantic than the con- 
cept of waiting? (ja)
